1., RECOMMEND that you decline this speaking invitation from Admiral

Richard Conolly for the commencement address at one of the colleges/of the
Long Island University, which he now heads,

2. I believe that you have already declined one other commencement
address this year -- from Huron College in South Dakota. The present
invitation would seem to be somewhat comparable. Incidentally, in checking
back over the history of your public appearances as DCI, I find that you
have given no commencement-time address since 1955, when you spoke at Columbia
and received an honorary degree there.

3. As to the honorary degree, I would suggest that you consider it,
if you can feasibly separate it from the address in your conversation with
Admiral Conolly. You have already agreed to accept a similar honor from
the Boston College, and Long Island would seem to be a fine companion in

your "armor of honors" in the academic world.
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
